The case at bar 
is not embarrassed by any uncertainty. 
It can matter not whether the whole 
harbor at.

Vienna, Jan. 24.—[By Cable and Ase 
sociated Press.] An explosion of fire- 
damp occurred today inthe Fort Schritt 
mine at Dux, in Bohemia. Dispatches 
tonight say that eighty miners have. 
been killed and scores injured. The 
explosion occurred this morning when 
the shifts were changing. The cage 
full of Miners was lowered half way 
when the ground trembled, a loud rum- 
bling report was heard, and the lower- 
ing machinery broke. Help was sum- 
the machinery repaired, and 
the cage raised. Ten occupants were 
killed instantly by the shock and ten suf- 
fered fractures from which they cannot 
recover. Five, who had broken limbs 
and internal injuries, will die. Some . 
were suffocated by gas rising in the 
shaft, and no man could live below. An 
hour later the superintendent of the 
mine and five men from the night shift 
They were un- 
able to go more than a hundred yards, 
but they found fourteen dead bodies. 
Of fifty men who were waiting for the _ 
cage below ten were killed. and > forty 


_pattially crushed by falling timbers or 


half suffocated by foul air. The. 
dead bodies and the injured were 
taken to the top, where the whole 
mining settlement had gathered to 
watch the: work of rescue. The men 
brought up said they heard cries and 
groans from the mouth of the gailery, 
about three hundréd yards from the 
shaft, and-they believed that fort 


men 
at work in the gallery were imprisoned 
by falling beams. Another rescue party 


went down at once, and, after three of 
them were catried back to the shaft 
unconscions, they penetrated to the en- 
trance of the gallery. The entrance 
was completely blocked by wrecked 
wood-work. The rescue party could 
see several déad bodies on the other 
side of the timbers, but were unable to 
get at them and returned empty handed. 
It is believed that all the menin the 
gallery were ‘suffocated or killed. 
Twelve minets who worked inthe ex- 
treme interior of the mine are also bé& 
lieved to be dead. Despite the appar- 
ent hopelessness of the situation the 
rescuing party is still in the mine and. 
thousands are gathered at the pit’s 
mouth. When the extent of the dis-. 
aster became evident the women of the 
dead men’s families attempted to mob 
The officials sent to 
Dux for police, and three companies of 
soldiers are camped around the pit’s 
mouth tonight. 


EGYPT'S RULER.

Dictation.

‘PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL; 


M. Barboux Defends De Lesseps and De- 
clares Him Honest. ! 

Paris, Jan. 24.—|By Gable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The interest in the 
Panama trial increases as the end comes 
near. When Charles de Lesseps, Fon- 
tane and Cottu were brought in to- 
day they asked leave to _ confer 
with counsel before resumption of 
the proceedings. Accused and_. his 


counsel talked eagerlytogether. While 


the consultation was in progress Eiffel 
entered and shook hands with his fel- 
low-defendants. Hedid not, however, 
Barboux re- 
sumed his argumeut in behalf of his 
clients: He indicated a new line of 
defense, but proceeded to justify assur- 
ances which directors of the Panama 
Canal Company had given bondholders 
and the public in relation to the Pan- 
ama enterprise. He did not, he said, 
expect to be able to deal today with the 
charge of breach of trust. 

He said that payments made to the 
press to obtain the approval ofthe 
newspapers for the Panama enterprise 


could not be held to constitute swind- | 


ling. ‘Phe original estimates of all 
great undertakings were always ex- 
ceeded. Astovany fault which might 
be found with the plans adopted for 
the canal M. Barboux pointed out 
the conflict between the opinions 
of engineers on the subject. What 
could the company do, he asked, in the 
face of the recommendations of equally 
eminent engineers?.

The Sale of a Valuable Property to Los 
Angeles Men C nst ted—Som e- 
thing About thé White Hillis 
and Gold Basin Country. 


A quintette of prominent Colorado 


‘and Arizona mining men and capitalists 
arrived in.the city yesterday, not all. on

How the Populites Fall Down. 

The Populites have had achancein 
various sections of the country to show 
the material of which they are made, 
and, judging them without unnecessary 
haste or harshness, we must say that 
the average appears to be rather poor. 
They were organized as the special 
champions of a great reform movement 
—of many reform movements. In fact, 
they swept up all the new doctrines and 
theories which had not yet attained the 
dignity and standing sufficient to com- 
mend them to either of the old parties, 
and putting these odds and ends to- 
gether, made a heterogenous platform 
upon which all of their adherents were 
willing to stand. There was a good 
deal of Georgeism, a little Bellamyism 
a brand new idea for making the Gov- 
ernment everybody’s uncle (pawn- 
broker;) the woman’s rights question 
was incorporated bodily; trades union- 
‘ism got everytifng it called for, and the 


only loose ism in sight that was not ta- 


ken in was prohibition. Upon the rep- 
resentatives of this reform the new 
party turned its back in scorn. The re- 
formets would not have their booze 
shut off. Everything else went. 

Early in the career of the organiza- 
tlon on national lines we pointed out 
the fact that such a mosaic of diverse, 
immature and impracticable issues 
could not constitute a lasting or a suc- 
cessful’ party policy. The visionaries 
and impracticables of all degrees were 
brought ‘together, and each accepted 
tentatively what the others had to offer, 
with the idea of carrying his own point 
and eventually dropping the others. A 
great many cranks were in the organi- 
zation; some honest and sincere men 
joined it because they thought it was a 
popular uprising and championed re- 
forms which the older parties ignored, 
and there was, besides, a large contin- 
gent of shysters and demagogues who 
followed it’ for what they could get. 
At the national election this party 
polled 1,096,000. votes. This shows 
how large an element has been crowded 
away from the old parties through gen- 
éral discontent and the erratic and 
greedy spirit which is abroad in the 
land. 

It is probable that neither of the old 
parties has been so responsive to 
public sentiment—so ready to take 
up great reforms—as it should have 
been. This is certainly true of the 
Democratic party, which was more 
concerned in playing upon.established 
prejudices and invoking the support 
of jealousies, in industrial ranks, 
through which to.achieve success, than 
it was in furthering any genuine re- 
forms. On the other hand, the con- 
servatism of the Republican party, as 


| the party in power, was chary of tak- 


-ing. up new issues, which might alienate 
a part of its following and not bring 
enough new recruits to compensate for 
the loss. When we get at the bottom 
facts of the case, it was a good deal ofa 
question of policy on both sides. The 
Republican party had two or three old 
principles which it- had inherited 
from its earlier days of struggle 
and triumph; in these, it believed 
thoroughly, and on these it determined 
to fight out the campaign and make no 
new and hazardous ventures. The 
leaders made the mistake of believing 
that a‘really progressive party could 
stand in its old tracks, and, by marking 
time, make the public believe that it 


| was marching. This experiment failed. 
The legislator who is also the attorney |

The third party, by form- 
ing a campaign alliance with the Dem- 
ocrats, succeeded in securing a large, 
though not a controlling, representation 
in the Legislature. As soon as it came 
to a distrib@tion of thé loaves and 
fishes, the consuming hunger of‘ the 
Populites became apparent. By a fair 
give-and-take policy, they might have 
carried their alliance with the Demo- 


cratic representatives to a working 


basis, and could have secured control of 
the Legislature. Butthe rabid Popu- 


lites wanted everything in sight. 
They wanted it so bad that 
they even. attempted to  organ- 
ize a rump Legislature of their 


own, excluding from membership ‘some 


| of those who had been regularly elected 


and certified.__Everybody knows of the 
long-standing contest and of the two

The County Board of met 
yesterday morning at 10 o'clock. All 
of the members were present, and 
Chairman Cook presided.

- Jn the matter of the Rosedale avenue 
work, it was determined to set Febru- 
ary.28 as the time for hearing the re- 
port of the viewers on the same. 

Jt was then moved and carried that a 
conimittee of two be appointed to con- 
fer with the chief of the fire depart- 
ment in regard to having three fire 
hydrants placed about the Courthouse 

rounds, Supervisors Forrester and 
anley were appointed as such com- 
mittee. 

In the matter of the Franklin exten- 
sion in the Cahuenga road district A. R. 
Street, J. R. Toberman and M. Mudge 
were appointed as viewers. 

The people of El_ Monte and Savanna 
presented a lengthy petition asking 
that the road between those two points 
be graded, as during dry weather the 
Sandy track was almost impassable for 
heavy teams. 

Owing to the handicapped . position 


of the board in the matter of roads, the 


petition was simply filed for future con- 
sideration. 

An invitation from the managing 
committee of the White reception was 
read by the secretary, requesting the 
board to join the party which goes up 
to meet Senator White and escort him 
to this cjty, and upon motion unani- 
mously accepted.

notes, viewers’ report and details pre- 
pared by Surveyor Harry Stafford, to- 
a with a map of thé same. 

e question of -right,of-way was the 
principal point upon which objection 
was raised, as the proposed road was to 
run in places through private property. 

The Supervisors, after the reading of 
the petition and the examination of the 
accompanying map, proceeded to the 
hearing of parties interested. _ 

J. J. Bodkin was first sworn and 
stated that he did not believe the road 


“amecessity. The benetits to him at 


least would not be equal to the land re- 
quired for such improvement.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


Early Growth of Vegetation—A Striking 
Case of Injustice. 
The season in Santa Barbara is fully six 


weeks in advance of last year, the early 


rains and prolonged warm weather pro- 
moting an unusually abundant ahd early 
growth of vegetation. Barley and wheat 
that were planted early for pasturage are 
tall and lush, and the fat cattle allover 
the county are already showihg the bene- 
fits of their rich feed. In the hills wild 
shrubs are masses of bloom, and the beau- 
tiful wiid lilac (ceanothus,) the glory of 
our hills, is budded and will soon burst into 
bloom. Sweet corn, peas, string beans, 
green peas and early potatoes are flourish- 
ing, and those who planted orchard trees 


early in the season are rewarded by swell- 


ing buds, Peach trees are in bloom in the 
foot hills, and another week bids fair to. 
see apricots, plums and apple trees cov- 
ered with blossoms. |

It is very conservative in its 
tone, commending the efficiency of most 9f 
the officers of the county, and making a 
few recommendations as to improvements 
in methods and in public buildings. The 
chief points in the report are as follows: 

Indictments were found in ten cases, 
which were reported at the time they were 
returned,, 

In the njatter of the County Hospital, the 

grand jury recommends that the exterior 
woodwork be painted, and the roof also, 
to increase the durability and stop small 
leaks. For sanitary reasons the outhouse 
should be connected with the city sewers. 
The water supply, though sufficient for 
domestic purposes, should be supplemented 
by connection with the city waterworks in 
order to get ‘pressure for use. in case of 
fire. The tower supporting the water tank 
is not safe, and should be strengthened. 
The present method of heating the building 
by means of closed stoves in the rooms 
Should be done away with and the whole 
building heated by hot air.° This 
will, insure better ventilation and 
decrease the danger from fires. 
There should be established at some one 
of the numerous hot springs in the count 
a supplemental hospital for patients af- 
flicted with rheumatism and kindred dis- 
eases, in order that they may receive treat- 
ment by means of warm baths. The salary 
of the superintendent and matron should 
be increased from $75, the sum now: paid, 
to $100 per month. More help should be 
employed to keep the hospital clean and in 
order, and the patients not be required to 
do so much asthey are now. Better heated 
water for baths is desirable, and the dining- 
room should be heated and provisions made 
for keeping the patients off the cement 
floor. The inmates seem satisfied with the 
treatment they receive. The cost to the 
county was, during the month of Novem- 
ber, 58% cents per patient per day. More 
help should be employed and better sala- 
ries paid. 7 : 

The County Jail has a capacity of forty- 

eight males and four females, yet there 
were crowded intothe building a lew weeks 
Since seventy-three men. 
and those incarcerated for minor offenses 
were subsequently removed to the old jail 
in the courthouse. The building is a good 
one, but there is no provision for carrying 
off the water from cleaning and scrubbing 
the second floor. This should be remedied 
atonce. Provision should also be made 
for safely caring for the property taken 
from the persons of the prisoners when 
they are incarcerated. The old jail should 
have connection with tbe city sewers. 

The hall of records is in fine condition, 
well kept and orderly, save the untidy a 
pearance.about the entrance to the build- 
ing and thé closets. 

he first. story of the new Courthouse is 
completed and is well built. Examination 
shows the {foundation to be good. When 
completed the county will Rave a-hand- 
some an& commodious structure. 

The retired County Clerk, George L. 
Hisom, was a most efficient officer and the 
records were carefully kept and everything 
kept in splendid order. A receipt should 
be left for all papers BE yrsstey by attorneys 
and others. (The new County Clerk, C. D. 
Hamilton, adopted this plan upon taking 
the office.) 

The County Supervisors have kept their 
affairs well up in all directions. The 
records have been most carefully and fully 
kept by Deputy Clerk F. W. Richardson. 
The practice of permitting five and one- 
| half hours night work tocount asa day’s 
work is condemned, especially when per- 
formed by deputies who work during the 
day also. For-this night work'there was 
expended during September and October 
last $236.25 in the Assessor’s office and 
$1386 inthe Recorder’s office.

That there is dissatisfaction 
among the reformers over the manner 
in which the City Superintendent’s 
office is conducted is not denied. — 

The trouble was brought about by 
Superintendent Friesner holding to his 
office for the full four years as the State 
law gives him the right, so tar as the 
matter presents itself. It is claimed 
by the dissatisfied ones that Mr. Fries- 
her is an usurper, and further, that he 
is too independent; and still further, 


j that he assumes too much authority, 


all of which is distasteful to them. 

The evident opposition to the lady 
member of the board emanates from a 
similar condition of mind on the part 
of the big six. Mrs. Hughes has openly 
and persistently opposed the removal

Warm, windy weather has dried the ground 
considerably. Rain is needed for barley, 
young trees and pasture. A very large 
num ver of apricot trees are being set out. 

Los Angeles county—Lancaster: Quite 

a large acreage will be put to fruit and al- 
falfa a short distance east of Lancaster. 
An English colony will put water on a large 
tract and improve atonce. The Palms: 
Plowing continues for grain, of which a 
large acreage will be put in. ‘The weather 
has been fair with cool nights. Vegetation 
is not suffering for rain. Vernondale: 
Vegetables are moving rapidly at good 
prices. Oranges are not moving yet, as 
growers do not favor the commission 
policy of the buyers; some sales, however, 
are reported. Duarte: The weather was 
partly cloudy, with indications of rain. 
The light rain of the 16th was not sufti- 
cient; more is needed; yet nothing is suffer- 
ing. Highest temperature, 75°; lowest, 4°. 
Covina: Early-sown barley is looking well 
but will rain- soon. Everything in 
citrus tree, nursery and frult line is look- 
ing exceptionally well. The weather has 
been periect. 
_ San Diego county—Chino: The soil is 
getting quite dry and rain is needed for 
crops and newly planted trees. The work 
preparatory to planting seed for the next 
beet crop is completed. Rialto: A very 
large acreage of barley is planted. Fruit 
men.are preparing the ground for setting 
out tre€s, of which a large acreage will be 
put outsthis year, All trees in orchard and 
nursery are making a good growth. 

Orange county—Anaheim: Vegetables 
are doing well and some will soon be ready 
forAhipment.

We 
tind that these charges were made and 
bills presented by Mr. Banbury. only 
after consulting with the State Treas-: 
urer, bankers and attorneys, allof whom 
were of the opinion that the Treasurer 
was entitled to receive the regular 
charge for exchange between Los Ange- 
les and Sacramento as collected by 
former treasurers and as_ collected 
by other county treasurers through- 
out the State. The money had to 
be forwarded. Mr. Banbury could 
not carry it himself on the railroad,

THE REPORT. 


The report, which is an unusually 
lengthy one, consisting of tifty-one 
pages of closely type-written matter, 
commences with a review of the work 
performed by the grand jury, stating 
that that body had carefully and com- 
| pletely exaimed the books, records and 
accounts of all the officers of the county, 
and especially those pertaining to the 
revenue. All charges made against 
any of the public officers concerning any 
ee office had also been care- 
fully investigated. Five indictments 
had been found for criminal violations 
of the laws, and the District Attorney 
has been instructed to bring several 
civil suits to recover monéys for the 
county, and to cancel illegal registra- 
tions. 

A number of charges of criminal mis- 
conduct, where the prosecuting parties. 
were not satisfied with the action either 
of the-District Attorney or the commit- 
ting magistrate, had also been investi- 
gated, but in every instance it had been 
found that the officers had acted wisely. 

All the State and county institutions 
had been visited and their books and 
accounts thoroughly experted: Onl\ 
twenty-six days were occupied in the 
disposal of the business of the grand

SHERIFFS OFFICE. 
The report then goes into details,

which $9924. 26 was disbursed, ‘and 
the balance paid tothe County Treas- 
urer.

THE JAILS. 


Upon inspection of the County Jail, 
the treatment of the prisoners was 
found to be good, and thg ood fur- 
nished sufficient and of go quality. 
Its sanitary condition is good. During 
the thirteen months from September 1, 
1891, to October 1, 1892, there had 
been prisoners confined there aggregat- 
ing 18,245 days, the total amount paid 
for their board, .at the rate of 85 cents 
per head per dav, being $6385.10, an 
average of $491.23 per month 

The City Jail was also visited and 


tion, although its size and conveniences 
are entirely inadequate to the demands 
made upon it. Its sanitary condition is 
also extremely bad; so much so as to 
offend the sense of smell of the casual 
visitor. ‘ The grand jury suggests that 
the city build a new jail in a location

“TAX COLLECTOR. 

The books of the County Tax Collector 
from June 30 last show the collections 
of taxes to be $960,077.49, but that 
$960,258 had been paid to the County 
Treasurer, an overpayment of $180.51. 
The grand jury suggests that an im- 
provement be made in the system of 
mooprng account of tax sales. 

COUNTY TREASURER. | 

In regard to the County Treasurer, 

the report says: 
' The examination of the books and ac- 
counts of this office covered the period 
from November 1, 1891, to November 
1, 1892, and as there are about 1400 
warrants per month, and School Super- 
intendent’s orders, which number 8000 
to 4000 per year, as also other orders, 
requisitions, bonds, etc., the work occu- 
pied considerable time. | 

The examination was thorough and 
exhaustive, and after concluding the 
same, our experts reported that consid- 
ering the volume of work in this office, 
everything was well performed, and the 
books neatly and correctly kept, The 
special committee of the jury having 
this in charge, soon after the organiza- 
tion of the jury, having ascertained the 
amount of money that should be in the 
treasury, called on the Treasurer, with- 
out notice, counted the cash, then 
amounting to $220,812.89, and found 
it correct, with due allowance for out- 
standing warrants. 

As the Treasurer's vault is not fur- 
nished with a modern burglar-proof 
safe, we think the Treasurer was justi- 
fied in not keeping a large amount of 
State and county funds in the Court- 
house vault. 

The plan adopted by him of dividing 
the funds for special deposit among six 
of the principal banks of the city, and 
of requiring of each of said bahks sufti- 
cient bonds to cover said deposits (thus 
making double bonds), and of appoint- 
ing the cashiers of said banks deputy 
treasurers, appears to us more secure 
than if the money was locked up in the 

resent insecure Courthouse vault.. The

The Superintendant is not compelled 
by law to make aay. statement, and only 
balances his books at the end of each 
schoolastic year, viz: June 80.

as well as hisown number of warrants, 
so that the amount outstanding could 
be seen almost at a_ glance, the books 
could be very rapidly agreed. 

During the twelve months, of which 
examination was. made by our experts, 
the Saperintendent issued 3799 requisi- 
tions; add to these a like number of 
school trustees’ orders and warrants on 
‘Treasurer, and an aggregate of over 
11,000 documents had to be compared 
upon examining the books, and this was 
only a portion of the work involved and 
now reported upon. 

The foliowing is.a summarized state- 
ment of the various school funds: 

Genera! school fund—The apportion- 
ments for the yeat have been: State 
apportionments, $225,529.88; county, 
$128,953.85; balance on October 1, 
1891, - $61,261.21; totai, $415,- 
744.94, while the ‘total number of 
requisitions issucd by the Superintend- 
ent amounted to $359,285.86, leaving 
balance October 1, 1891, $56,459.08. 

Building fund—The School Superin- 
tendent’s ledger shows a total credit of 
$1089.25 to various districts. This 
cannot be compared with the Treas-_ 
‘sale of. bonds, sinking fund and interest 
with sacn district. These ought all to 
be kept separate and distinct from each 
other, which would certainiy be more 
satisfactory to all concerned. Citrus 
High school fund’ shows a balance of 
$976.12; Santa Monica High school 
fund shows a balance of $295.76; 
Pasadena Hizh school fund shows a bal- 
ance of $2471.35; Teachers’ Institute 
fund shows a balance of $580.30. 

PUBLIC ADMINISTRATOR. 

It is found by the grand jurythat the 
accounts of D. W. Field are correct, 
with a fewclerical errors. lt seems to, 
the body, however, that he kept a 
larger balance on deposit with his 
bankers than the law contemplates for 
accruing expenses Of administration. 

COUNTY RECORDER. 

The books of the County Recorder 
were found kept neatly and systematic- 
ally, the same being true of the County 
Clerk’s office.

JUSTICES OF THE PEACE AND CONSTABLES. 
The report says: The dockets, re: 
ports and allowance sheets of forty- 
eight justices outside of the city of Los 
Angeles were carefully examined and 
reported upon for the year ending 
October 1, 1892. The money paid to 
the County Treasurer by said justices 
was $2846.30. The demands of said 
justices allowed by the Board of Super- 
visors during the same time was 
$6813.80. The last grand jury recom- 
mended tuat the Board of Supervisors 
formulate instructions to the justices 
as to the proper method of keeping 
their t4ockets and accounts, which was 
done,.and instructions were properly 
senttoall the justices and constables. 


Our experts reported that, with few | 


isolated cases, the justices have not 
lived up to the instructions nor the con- 
stables. We, therefore, had mopst of 
the delinquent justices summoned be- 
fore us and errors were adjusted as far 
as possible. A considerable sum of 


“money in the aggregate has been re- 


funded to the county, and we believe 
that the effect will be shown in the fu- 
ture by improved dockets and propes 
rendecing of accounts. 

Many of the justices charged $3 for 
each co-defendant concerned in the 
same offense where no separate com- 
plaints were issued or trialhad for each 
defendant. 

These justices contend that they have 

aright to make such charge, but all 
see settled with the coantr except 
Justice King, and we-have instructed 
our District “Attorney to make a test of 
the law in his case unless settled. 

POLICE JUDGES. 

Our experts examined all the dockets 
and accounts of Justices H. C. Austin 
and M. T. Owens, as police judges of 
the city of Los Angeles. 

~Cases examined in Justice Austin’s 
court, 1051; in Justice Owens’s court, 
10385. 

Considering the great number of 
cases, the books have been well kept, 
not only clerically, but what is more 
important, financially. All the casu 
fines have been deposited weekly with 
the City Treasurer rthe County Treas- 


urer, as the natnre of the fine called for. . 


The City and the County Treasurers’ 
receipts were verdfied, and correspond 
with those of said justices. Justice 
Austin collected in fines $4058.50; 
Justice Owens “collected in fines

THE SUPEKVISORS. | 

Upon an examination of the work of 
the Board of Supervisors for the year 
ending Octover 31 last, the report says: 
‘‘We find from stich examination that 
the system of passing upon demands by 
-the board has been very lax. There 
are so many of them that it is almost 
an impossibility to make a careful: and 
rigid examination in the time allowable. 
Eternal vigilance is required of a su- 
pervisor, especially where’ claims 
against the county are being consid- 
ered. A number of clerical errors have 
been pointed out, and the overpayments 
have been refunded to the treasury. 
‘Demands have been passed without 
proper. vouchers and orders attached 
and sometimes without proper verifi- 
cation

The expenses are very light, being

The present library is well managed, 
and is meeting the wants for which it 
was instituted. 

THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. . 

As regards the County Hospital, the 
average daily number of patients under 
treatment has been 158, of whom 118 
were men and 40 women. The cost of 
caring for them, and other expenses, 
has been $387,946.44, of © which 
$3607.72 has been spent on improve- 
ments. As $3474.65 was received 
from the State as aid to indigents, the 
netexpense has been $30,864.07, a 
daily expense per capita af 5344 cents, 
almost as low a rate as can be effected. 
As there are only 128 beds for male 
and 49 for femaie patients, it was 
necessary, part of the time, to put male 
patients on cots and mattresses on the 
floors of the wards. 

The most important step ‘taken, how- 
ever, toward ameliorating the distress of 
unfortunates, has been the fitting up of 
four rooms in the basement of the new 
building for the care of the insane, pend- 
ing their being sent to some asylum. 
Heretofore the general practice has 
been totreat the insane on the same 
plan as criminals. They are arrested 
and thrown inio jail to await 
examination, often remaining several 
days, and sometimes weeks, in the. 
padded cells, cold, dark,  ill-venti- 
lated, being -horrible place to 
confine a man .whose only crime. 
is serious sickness. The present Board 
of Supervisors have, at a cost of almost 
$1200, provided means for caring for 
these unfortunates, so that they can be 
made comfortable and receive medical 
treatment, pending their being sent 
away. 

During the year ninety-one insane 
have been cared for at the hospital. 

In conclusion, says the report, we be- 
lieve the food furnished to be good and 
suitable, and that the patients are care- 
fully and judiciously treated, and, taking 
all things into consideration, the hos- 
pital is ‘well and judiciously managed. 

THE COUNTY FARM, 

The County Farm accommodated an 
average of 103 patients, and there 
were only nine deaths during the year. 
The total expenditure of this institution 
for the year was $14,553.25, an aver- 
age cost per diem per patient of 41 
cents; but as there has been paid bv the 
State on account of aged indigents 
$5637.22, and 8444.90 was received 
from farm produce, the actual net cost 
tothe county was only $8471.13. or 
22 4-10 cents per capita per diem.

ister was ‘‘stuffed’’ with any dummy 
names.the perpetrators. did not dare tc 
take advantage of it.

limiting the places of registratior 
should be made. Sleeping over night 
in.a hotel or saloon once a month shonl¢ 
not give the party so doing a right t¢ 
claim residence there. Neither should 
deputies be allowed to take registraticr 
blanks to saloons and kirdred places, tc 
register and be paid by the name the 
idea being to get as many names as pos:

In conclusion, the grand jury. says 
that all the mecessary heavy expendi- 
tures of the county government have 
been made; the new, magnificent and 
costly Courthouse is almost finished; the 
‘hospital, County Farm and other build- 
ings are almost completed and in ex- | 
cellent condition. 

In its opinion, the time has come to 
take a ‘turnin the other direction; to 
lessen expenditures and increase reve- 
nue, 

It is now time to cut off all sinecure 
positions and combine offices where 
they can safely be done. The burden 
of taxation is heavy. It welcomes pub- 
lic interest in methods of reform and 
| retrenchment. May they result 
simplified and: less expen- 
sive ways of carrying on our State, 
city and county government.

A NEW BANK. ~— 
Articles of Incorporation of a New Sav: 
ings Institution Filed. 

Articles of incorporation were filed 
with the County Clerk yesterday by the 
Union Bank of Savings, organized for 
| the purpose of doing savings 
bank business. 

The capital stock is $200,000, and

At noon the clerical and lay delegates 
and their ladies were entertained at 
lunch at the Hotel Ammidon through 
the hospitality of the parish whose 


guests they are. Nearly forty partook

The afternoon session opened at 2:30 


established throughout the diocese.

_ Rev. J. R. Cowie of Pasadena then 
‘read the essay of the afternoon, his 
topic being: “Retreats for the 
Clergy.’? He gave a history of these 
retreats, which were established in En- 
glandlong ago in recognition of that 
divine custom whereby Jesus Christ was 
wont, when He was upon earth, to re- 
tire apart from the busy world for holy 
meditation. The primitive bishops had 
places of retirement near the city, 


with themselves and with God, lest 
thev lose their spiritual piety them- 
selves while trying to instil it in others. 
Bishop Andrews had his private retreat, 
as did Bishop Wilberforce and Bishop 
Hamilton. It would furni$h a lesson to 
every teacher to see a man like Wilber- 
force Jearning in silence with the 
clergy of his diocese under the guid- 
ance of one of his own priests to con- 
sider the state of his own soul toward 
God. Since 1866 retreats have grown 
to be comparatively common, and to 
that is due the great progress of the 
church. There are retreats for the 
clergy. for the lay readers, tor the 
candidates for confirmation, for women, 
and men and children. These are the 
sources of life, energy and devotion 
from which the church exerts its spirit- 
ual influence so strongly. 

The clergy of the Diocese of South- 
ern California are about toenter into 
their first retreat, which opens today at 
Garvanza and continues till Saturday. 

The reading of this essay, beautiful 
and. forcible in diction, and grand in 
the sublimity of its spiritual thought, 
was received with rapt interest by the 
congregation, and everyone silently 
echoed the appreciative words of the 
bishop when, at its close, he said:

Venomous Language of a Soathern Jour. 
nal on Gen. Batler Dead. 
Blade. ] 

Under the *ajove caption, the Nash- 
ville (Tenn.) American speaks eii- 
torially of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler. 
We had supposed that-. the venom, 
viciousness and incendiarv editorials on 
Butler’s death would be confined to the 
still ‘rebellious and Northern-hating 
press of New Orleans. But not so. 
While the New Orleans papers have 
not’ been mild in their obituary com- 
ment 6n Gen. Butler’s demise, it has 
remained for the Nashville American, 
400 miles.nearer the Mason and . Dixon 
line, to débase itself by insult to a dead 
man, and by dancing in glee over his 
corpse. The same spirit which made 
the Sioux brave tear out the warm 
heart ot Gen. Custer, and devour it 
while it still smoked hot, animated the 
American in its. brutal mutilation of 
the dead body of Gen, Butler. 


The editorial in full is as follows. It

When 
Sheridan. died, all the harm he did our 
cause during the bloody contest of more 
than aquarter of a century ago was for- 
gotten, and his seeming cruelty had grown 
to be held as love of country and his ter- 
rific assaults as great generalship. When 
old Tecumseh Sherman passed away, the 
people whom he devastated and robbed or 
property and precious lives were pleased to 
forget the bonfires he made of our cities, 
the path of death he cut to the sea, and 
they now hold him up as one who loved 
‘well his country and was cruel only to be 
true. 

But with Ben Butler it is different. His 
stay in the South was a curse to our people 
and his dead body cannot shake the esti- 
» mate formed of his character when he sat 

in New Orleans as a military satrap upon 
the lives and property of defenseless men 
and women. 

We have no love for him, and praise of 
any kind,:-solely because he is at last dead, 
would be the veriest hypocrisy from South- 
ern people. 

There is nothing in his whole life to ex- 
cite our admiration. Whenitis said that 
he was possessed of great intelligence and 
undaunted energy, all thatis to his credit 
has been said. 

He was a truckling demagogue whose

| | WHY INTEREST FAILS. 

There is one question in the purchase 
of the best bonds or other securities 
which is very apt to puzzle and dismay a 
woman, seeking not only a safe invest- 
ment but as large an income as possi- 
ble. Why is it that prices are so high, 
higher teday than ever before? The 
inquirer hag only to goto the nearest 
factory to have.some light thrown on 
this question. Ina cotton mill she will 
find that the operatives by means ot new 
‘and improved machinery spin and 
weave nearly twice as much cotton as, 
was possible twenty years ago. Im a 
paper mill the machinery not only 
works with a new efficiency, but turns 
to account cheap wood pulp instead of 
the costly rags | 
And so in all other branches of manu- 
factune, the result being that products 
of all kinds—shoes and furniture as 
well as cloth and paper—are enor- 
mously multiplied in quantity. Thus 
new capital is in constant and ever- 
more rapid creation, and when seeking 
investment it has to be satisfied with a 
lower rate of interest than was for- 
merly paid. Hence a stock or bond 
which five years ago stood at 105 may 


turn, stand at 115. 
WHERE PROFITS FALL AND RISE. 

While the rate of i terest tends in 
the main steadily to fall, the rate of 
profit in ordinary business, wherever 
free competition prevails, tends to 
keep it company. In enterprises more 
or less exempt from competition profits 
may steadily rise. In a community 
where a company supplying water has 
a monopoly charter, a growing dividend 
attends a growing population. The 
railroads running through the principal 
streets of a city more than share in the 
city’s prosperity. for as the city extends 
even more does'traffie, asa rule, expand. 
Speaking generally, it would seem that 
the electric roads, which are doing so 
much to develop broad suburban eras, 
may prove very desirable investments. 

Before the advent of electric lighting 
the gas companies earned profits which ° 
constantly rose. They siill hold their 
own pretty well against their menacing 
rival, and they may yet find as good a 
field in providing fuel and motive power 
as once they enjoyed in exclusively fur- 
nishing light. The,grore generally elec- 
tric lighting is adopted in a community 
the cheaper is the service,a fact not to be 
lost sight of in considering the competi- 
tion between gas and electric illumina- 
tion. In more than one city there has 
been acombination of gas and electric 
interests, a significant movement. 
In a variety of industries, once com- 
petitive, the very magnitude of opera- 
tion has led the way to more or less ex- 
‘emption from competition. Because 
profits in, let us say, sugar refining 
were very small when competition in 
this line was free, the onlv pian to 
make a refinery worth the running was 
to have its output very large. Hence” 
we saw refineries increase enormously 
in size and diminish in number.

REAL ESTATE MORTGAGES. 

Where the element of risk, insepara- 
ble from any joint stock investment, 
must be avoided, a larger return than 
that paid on good railroad or municipal 
bonds can usually be obtained on mort- 
gage loans. Here the sound rules are. 
only to lend on improved. and rented 
property, and never to advance more 
than onz-half what it would sell for if 
brought to the hammer. The loan and 
the interest should be made payable in 
gold. To provide against the loss and 
trouble of having to reinvest at an 
awkward time, it should be agreed that 
in the event of the lender being 
obliged for any reason to také back the 
money before the term of the loan ex- 
pires 5 per cent. should be paid in ad- 
dition tothe sum loaned. A vast va- 
riety of farm mortgages are offered to 
investors, especially by Western bor- 
rowers, and, commonly, at very, tempt- 
ing rates. In answering these offers it 
should be borne in mind that everything 
is in favor of the lender on the spot as 
against the lender at a. distance. 
Where, as often happens, tbe farmer re- 
lies on asingle kind of crop, wheat, 
cotton or corn, there is apt to be seri- 
ous trouble when that crop fails.

meteorite falls to the earth it generally 
breaks into many fragments, and the rup- 
tured surfaces plainly indi¢ate the nature 
of the catastrophe. No case is on record 
where an aerolite showed any. indication of 
having been twisted, broken or torn from 
another mass of the same material. The 
trie type of meteorite which reaches the 
earth from outer space is probable similar 
to that which fell in Iowa county, Ia., on 
Feb. 12, 1875. .The celestial visitor is com- 
posed almost wholly of lithic matter, but 
scattered through the mass are small 
grains of nickeliferousiron. This iron may 
exist in the stony matrix in all forms and 
sizes from the microscopic nodule to the 
‘mass weighing several tons. 

“When the lithic mass comes in contact 
with the earth’s atmosphere the impact 
breaks up the matrix and. sets free tLe irov 
bodies, and they reach the earth in the 
sanie condition, so far as mass and figure 
are concerned, as they exist in the origiha! 
‘formation. In such casesit is probable 
that the stony portion of the original body 
-istrent into such small fragments by -the. 
explosion that these would not reach the 
earth in any appreciable size. The larger 
the masses of jron the more complete would 
be the destruction of the original body, 


containing the smaller granules of iron.”

Stephen Girard’s Eequests. 

When Stephen Girard, of Philadelphia, 
died he left a fortune of $9,000,000 which he 
had acquired in the usual way by strict 
attention to business. In his lifetime 
Girard was not noted for his hospitality; 
_in his manners he was crabbed and unap- 

proachable. In small affairs he was mi-. 
serly to the last degree and penurious even 
to meanness. He spent little money on 
himself, was careless about his own ap- 
pearance or the shabbiness of: his sur- 
roundings, and found the keenest delight 
in hard and unremitting labor. Yet in a 
large public way he was generous to the 
extent of lavishness. During his lifetime 
‘he gave liberally to the improvement of 
Philadelphia and. made maunificent con- 
tributions to charities. 

One of his notable deeds was the organ- 
fration of a yellow fever hospital‘in the epi- 
demic of 1708, over which he exercised per- 
sona] supervision. By the provisions of his 
will his fortune was bequeathed to chhri- 
table and educational institutions, $2,000,- 
000. going to the college for orphans. The 
peculiar nature of the man is best exem- 
plified by acertain clause in the will, which 
provided that no minister should hold any 
connection with the college or even be ad- 
mitted aya visitor.—New York World.
